‘SHORT CUT MAY 


| BE SHORT CIRCUIT 


Dean F..H. Sommer Tells 
ls Hostile to Idea of Im- 
partial Justice.

WASHINGTON, April 5.—Oswald 


Garrison Villard, describing him- 
self as a “liberal editor of 40 years’ 
experience,” today told the Senate 
Judiciary Committee that President 
Roosevelt's plan to remake the Su- 
preme Court “opens the way to a 
dictatorship.” 

Villard, former editor of the Na- 

tion and now a columnist in that 
magazine, said that the new Judges 
to be appointed if the bill is passed 
‘would inevitably be regarded as 
the King's men” and their integ- 
rity held in question. Citing his 
own tion to America’s entry 
into the World War and the way 
in which the Federal courts for 
the most part resisted the “hyster- 
wal throng,” Villard declared: 
_ “Supposing there had been in the 
White House then a man just a 
little bit more arrogant and dicta- 
torial than there was. Suppose he 
had decided then that the Justices 
of the Supreme Court were too old; 
that they were not as vindictive, 
not as determined to crush every 
opposition to earth without regard 
to Constitutional rights. 


“Short Cut” or “Short Circuit.” 

“If it had been in his power at 
that time to alter the court would 
anyone have stayed him in the 
hurly-burly of war? Now war may 
come again. If it does, the assault 
upon our liberties is going to be 
greater than ever; it is already 
planned and arranged for in the 
Hill-Shepard conscription bill now 
before Congress. 

“Let us not show any future Pres- 
ident how to find a short cut to the 
alteration of a vital part of our 
governmental system. Sometimes a 
short cut may prove to be an ex- 
tremely dangerous short circuit. We 
had no King’s men on the court in 
1917-18; let us make certain that 
there will be noné hereafter.” 

The benign-appearing editor, who 
read a brief prepared statement, 
said many of his liberal friends and 
associates now say that he has 
“gone Tory” because of his stand on 
the court. These liberals, according 
‘> Villard, declare that an amend- 
ment cannot be adopted because 
“big business” could buy up certain 
legislatures and block it. The for- 
mer Nation editor said he disagreed, 
holding the belief that if the Presi- 
dent threw his weight behind it, an 
amendment “would go through tri- 
umphantly.”

New Data on Court Writs. 

Senator Austin (Rep.), Vermont, 
today made public figures he ob- 
tained from Supreme Court Clerk 
J. Elmore Cropley. These show, 
Austin said, that while the Presi- 
dent attacked the court for denying 
writs of certiorari, the Government 
itself has been active in obtaining 
these denials. 
In petitions for writs of certiorari 
in which the Government was in- 
volved, 91 per cent, a total-of 143, 
were dismissed on the motion of 
the Government, Cropley said in his 
letter to Austin. In refuting the 
figures cited by the- President in 
advocating his bill, Cropley de-

At the conclusion of Sundays 


meeting, Murphy said “there is little 
doubt that an agreement in the 
Chrysler dispute will be reached. I 
can’t fix the day the hour but 
I believe it will soon. I am 
very optimistic.” © 

The Governo explained the 
Chrysler negotiations had been pro- 
longed because of discussion of 
“some fundamentals of the whole 
automobile labor controversy” bear- 
ing on the entire industry. Out 
of this discussion Murphy said he 
expected a general peace to develop. 

Hopes for Other Settlements. 

“I believe the entire labor con- 
troversy in the motor industry will 
be cleared up briefly,” he said. 
“IT think the threat of violence has 
pretty well passed. All news is 
encouraging and there is nothing 
to indicate further serious trouble.” 

Murphy said it was his intention 
“in the next day or two” to call in 
representatives of the other auto- 
mobile labor controversies in Michi- 
gan, “particularly those concerned 
in the Hudson and Reo strikes.” 

“Do you intend to have these con- 
ferences during or after the Chrys- 
ler settlement?” he was asked. 

“After,” Murphy replied.

‘The 
Constitution provides that the judicial power, “vested 
in one Supreme Court and in such inferior courts. 
as Congress may ordain and establish,” shall “extend 
to all cases in law and equity arising under this Con- 
stitution, the laws of the United States, and treaties 
made, or which shall be made, under their authority.” 
Obviously, if the Supreme Court has jurisdiction in 
a case, it has power to decide the case, By. definition, 
determination is an attribute of jurisdiction, 

Moreover, in the very nature of things, a written 
Constitution—and particularly a -Constitution for 
a Government with powers divided among co-ordinate 
Federal branches and between the states and the 
national authority—demands a body of independent 
interpreters to settle disputes as to its meaning.

So far, the 
CIO has pulled its major strikes, 
not in the industries where condi- 
tions are worst, but in the indus- 
tries where they are best: Radio 
Corporation, General Motors, Chrys- 
ler. It has pulled strikes in those 
industries which are rich, laden 
with orders and anxious to come to 
any sort of compromise quickly. 

This is a natural and astute thing 
for Mr. Lewis to do, because these 
are the industries where he has the 
possibility of making a showing. 
But, again, what is happening is a 
contest for power; it is not just a 
fight to overcome intolerable work- 
ing conditions.

These, of old, have been trade 
union tactics, not only here but 
everywhere else. And it is quite 
impossible to see how the Labor 
Relations Act will prevent them be- 
ing used in the future. Unless, of 
course, the Government is prepared 
to sponsor one kind of trade union- 
ism, insist that all workers join 
that particular type of workers’ or- 
ganization, and see to it that both 
employers and employes comply. 

As long as there is resistance 
among the workers; if only the re- 
sistance of inertia; as long as there 
are competing organizations, and 
competing leaders, there will be la- 
bor troubles, and the Government 
cannot stop it without a kind of in- 
tervention that no democratic gov- 
ernment can use. After all, the Gov- 
ernment could not settle the mari- 
time strikes easily in a field where 
it has complete jurisdiction. 

It is misleading and demagogic 
to suggest that if the Labor Rela- 
tions Act is declared constitutional, 
labor disagreements will be fin- 
ished forever and overnight.

Wants House of Lords Abolished. 

Lord Marley, who was raised to 
the peerage in 1930, favors the 
abolition of the House of Lords be- 
cause “no man should have the 
right to enact laws merely because 
of the accident of birth.” The eyes 
of Britain, he continued, were on 
the progress of the single-cham- 
bered Legislature in Nebraska and 
also on the “accessibility” of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt. “We feel the King

Lord Marley said. “He shouldn't 
be surrounded by ridiculous flunk- 
eys. Approaching him is like ap- 
proaching the throne of God.” 

Lady Marley also spoke briefly 
last night.

Former Member of Investment

WASHINGTON, April 5.—Speak- 
er Bankhead referred to the House 
Rivers and Harbors Committee to- 
Gay sharply conflicting reports by 
Army engineers on the feasibility 
of digging a ship canal across 
Florida. : 

Major-General Edward M. Mark- 
ham, chief of engineers, told Con- 
gress in his report the canal should 
be completed. He estimated the 
cost of the entire project at $197,- 
921,000. His decision reversed find- 
ings of the War Dpartmnt's Board 
of Army Engineers, which said the 
canal, if dug to adequate depth and 
width, would cost $263,838,000. 

The board said “the reasonably 
assured present and prospective 
benefist from a canal across Flor- 
ida do not establish the economic 
justification for the large expendi- 
tures necessary for its construc- 
tion.” 

President Roosevelt started work 
on the canal with $5,400,000 of 
work relief funds. Efforts of pro- 
ponents to obtain congressional ap- 
propriations to finish the project 
failed and work was halted last 
September after available funds 
were exhausted. 

Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), Mich- 
gan, leader of the canal opposi- 
tion in the 1936 Co said it 
was

| NEW MINE WAGE CONTRACT 


National Association Estimates In- 
crease Will Add 25 Cents a 
Ton to Cost of Coal. 

By the Associated Press. 

PITTSBURGH, Pa., April 5. — 
Three hundred thousand miners re- 
sumed work in the soft coal pits 
today under the new mine contract 
which provides wage increases es- 
timated at $85,000,000 a year. 

J. D. Battle, executive secretary 
of the National Coal Association, 
said the increase, coupled with the 
rising cost of materials and Social 
Security taxes, would add $100,000,- 
000 annually to the consumers’ fuel 
bill. He predicted a rise of 25 cents 
a ton in the retail price of coal. 
Spokesmen for the United Mine 
Workers of America have estimat- 
ed the advance at 15 cents a ton. 

The contract, accepted by Appa- 
lachian operators and miners, gave 
workers in Eastern fields a basic 
$6 a day wage—an increase of 50 
cents over the old scale. 

One hundred and seventy thou- 
fand miners were still idle in the 
Southern fields where operators re- 
fuse to recognize the agreement.

anemia exists, diet needs consid- 
eration, but each case is an indi- 
vidual problem for the physician. 
It is much simpler and more de- 
sirable to prevent anemia through 
attention to proper diet particu- 
larly in childhood and adolescence, 

The boy’s increasing activities 
and interest in play, combined with 
rapid growth from 11 to 16 or 17 
years of age, call for generous 
amounts of well planned food. Nor- 
mal boys of from 12 to 16 years of 
age may even average a 25 per 
cent higher food requirement than 
men. For boys, the daily caloric re- 
quirement at ages 12 to 18 will run 
from 2500 to 3700 or more calories; 
for girls, from 2100 to 2500. The 
peak of food requirement for boys 
is reached at 18 years; for girls, at 
14 years. 

Careful attention to each meal of 
the day is essential if we are to 
supply sufficient simple, easily di- 
gested food to meet the need for 
extra energy (calories) without too 
much bulk. Along with the demand 
for extra energy from food to 
meet increased activity and the re- 
quirements for rapid growth, we 
must not overlook the supply of 
protective food, so exceedingly im- 
portant throughout the growth pe- 
riod. 

Recently there hag been consid- 
erable discussion of the continuing 
increase in stature of children. Edi- 
torially, under the heading “Are We 
Growing Bigger” the Journal of the 
American Medical Association stated 
that children of today entering col- 
leges and universities in the United 
States seem to average two inches 
taller and weigh some seven pounds 
more than did their parents and 
grandparents who entered the same 
schools. Observers have shown that

lunches at school they gained in 
both height and weight to a very 
acceptable degree. 

Various explanations have been 
offered for this gradual physical 
evolution. Among the most prob- 
able have been listed better medical 
attention, better food in more 
abundance and in greater variety, 
and other environmental and pos- 
sibly hereditary factors. 

That better diet may be the im- 
portant factor in this increased 
physical stature was well demon- 
strated in the experiment of Dr. 
Corry Mann in a boy’s school in 
England. He tried the effect of 
giving still more milk. to boys al- 
ready receiving what is considered 
a good diet. On the ordinary diet 
the average gain in height per boy, 
per year was 1.84 inches; in weight 
3.85 pounds. When the boys in one 
of the four houses of the school
